The Firat Cavalry Troon, Nogales, has been ordered mstered out 
because of lack of interest and inefficiency. 
Wa now have infantry conapnies at Phoenix, Tenpe, Jesa, Yuma, 
and Flagstaff and a cavalry troop at AP There are two Gatling guns 
—-one, each, with the oreanizations at Tempe and -lorencies 


The headquarters of the Infantry Regiment, to which the Cavalry 


‘Troon is attached, is at Phoenix, together with most of its field, staff 


and non-commissioned staff officers. 
The organizations are well equipped for field service, except 
that the Cavalry Troon is not fully supplied with horse equirnents. 


None are completely supplied with uniform clothing, but it is in- 
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tended to supply each man with a khaki suit, hat and leggings and, as 


Ro8 n as they can be obtained from the General Government, with a suit
